INJUNCTIONS given by the Honourable Hepry Finch, Dean of the Cathedral

and Mecropolicical Church of St. Peter in York, And the Right Worthipful the Chapter of the ſame 


Church, in their General Viſitation, held and Celebrated in the year of our Lord, 1705. 


HEREAS we have according to the duty Incumbent on us, Viſited our ſaid Catherdrall Church, and the ſeveral Officers and Miniſters 
=> thereof, ( Excepting the Vicars Chorall and the College of the Bederne, which we reſerve to be Viſited at another Opportunity, ) and all 

| the Churches and Chappells Subject to our Ordinary Juriſdiction, as alſo, the ſeveral Churches and Chappels 1 to the ſeveral 
Dignitarys and Præbendarys of our ſaid Cathedral, ( together with ſuch Churches and Chappels, as did formerly belong to the Dig- 
nity of Treaſurer and the ſeveral Præbends, ( Anciently founded in the ſaid Cathedrall ) which are now Diſſolved. And likewiſe all 
and Singular the Parſons, Vicars and Curates of ſuch Churches and Chappels reſpectively, together with the Church-wardens, Chap- 
ales , pel-wardens, and Pariſh-Clarks thereof, and alſo the Practizers of Phyſick, Chyrurgeons, Schoolmaſters and Midwives living and re- 
er RE ding within the ſeveral Pariſhes and Chappelrys belonging to ſuch Churches and Chappels reſpectively. And having (upon due 
— | Inſpection and Examination) found, that there are ſeveral Defects and Irregularities, which do ſtand in need of and require reform- 
ation and ad neniment; We the ſaid Dean and Chapter out of our tender care of our ſaid Cathedrall Church, and of the ſeveral Churches and * a- 
torcſaid, and of all and Singular the Inhabitants within the ſeveral Pariſhes and Chappelrys belonging thereto, (being within our Juriſdiction.) Do by our 


Authority, (as Ordinary of and within the ſaid places reſpe&ively, ) and by our Viſitatoriall Power, deviſe Ordaine and Conſtitute theſe Injunctions 


following, ſtrictly charging and requiring all perſons concern'd inviolably to keep and obſerve the fame, upon pain of ſuch Cenſures as by the Laws 
, Eccleſtaſtica! of this Realm (for default therein) may be Inflicted Vis. ; 


1. Tmprimis, For the preventing any ſuch Inconveniencies and Prejudices as heretofore have happened, by the Omiſſion or Neglect of the Regiſtring Leaſes, we 
do Ordain and Enjoyn that every Dignitary and Przbendary of our {aid Cathedral Church, ſhall within three Months next follwing the date of theſe preſents, take 
care that all the Leaſes now in being, of their ſeveral Dignitys and Præbends reſpectively, and of every or any part thereof, be Regiſtred ( if they are not already fo 

Regiſtred ) in the Publick Regiſtry or Office of the ſaid Dean and Chapter of Zork; And that all Leaſes hereafter to be made by all and Every of the ſaid 
Dignitarys and Przbendarys reſpectively ſhall be Regiſtred accordingly, within three Months from the Date or Sealing thereof, and that for the Regiſtring of e- 
very ſuch Laaſe, the Regiſter of the Office ſhall not require or receive more than the Sum of Six Shilling and Eight pence, and to the End that this our Injunction 
may have its deſired Pet, we hereby recommend che following Clauſe or Covenant on the Leſles behalf to be inferted in all ſubſequent Leaſes to be made by any 

Dignitary or Prœbendary of the ſaid Cathedrall, of all (or any part) of the Eſtate belonging to their Dignitys or Præbends to any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever 
Viz. Aud laſtiy the ſaid A: B: for himſelf his Heires, Executors Adminiſtrators and A ſignes, doth hereby Covenant and agree to and with the ſaid C: D: his Succeſſors 
an Aſignet, that he the ſaid A: B: his L Executor: Admiuſtratort and A ſignes ſhall and will, within the {hoe of three Months from the dats of theſe Preſents, 
Cauſe or Procure this preſent Indenture of Leaſe, to be fairly and duly Entred, Tranſcribed or Regiſtred in the Publick Regiſtry or Office of the Right Worſhipful the 
Dean and Chapter of York, and that in Caſe this Indenture of Leaſe ſhall not be accordingly Bure Tranſcribed or Regiſtred within the ſaid time, then the ſaid A: B: 


his Heirs Executors and Alſignes ſhall pay unto the ſaid C: D: and his Succeſſors Nomine Pænæ the ſum of five Shillings for every Month after the ſaid time untill the 
ſaid Indenture of Leaſe ſhall be Entred, Tranſcribed or Regiſtred as aboveſaid. 


2. Item, Whereas we do find that within the Peculiars belonging to the Dignitarys and Præbendarys of our ſaid Cathedral Church. ( Altho' none of the 
ſaid Dignitarys or Præbendarys have Epiſcopal juriſdiction) Licenſes for Marriage without Publication of Banns, Admiſſions to ſerve cures within ſuch 
Peculiars, and Licenſes for Pariſh-Clarks, Midwites, School-Maſters and Chyrurgions, have been de facto granted under pretence of Authority and Power, 
derived from ſuch Dignitarys and Præbendarys, Contrary to the known Laws of this Land, and the 101, 48, and 77th, Cannons made in the Convocation 
1503. We therefore the ſaid Dean and Chapter, do hereby Strictly Charge and Enjoyn, all and Singular the ſaid Dignitarys and Præbendarys of our ſaid 
Cathedral, and alſo their Officials, and Comiſſarys, Regiſters and Clarks reſpectively within ſuch their Peculiars, that they do not preſume, for the 


future to grant any ſuch Matrimonial Licenſes, Admiſſions to ſerve Cures, Nor any Licenſes to Pariſh Clarks Midwives, Schoolmaſters or Chyrurgions up- 
on pain of being proceeded againſt as the Law Directs. | 


3. Item, Whereas for many years laſt paſt, diverſe laſt Wills and Teſtaments have been proved within the ſaid Peculiars, and neither the Originalls nor 
true Copics thereof, have been yearly (or in any one year) Tranſmitted or ſent to the Publick Regiltry of the ſaid Dean and Chapter, to the great loſs 
and prejudice of many Perſons concern'd therein. We do by theſe preſents ſtrickly Charge and Enjoyn all and Singular; the ſaid Dignitarys, Præbendarys, 
Officials, Comiſſarys, Regiſters and Clarks reſpectively, that they do cauſe or procure all Originall Wills now remaining in their or any of their Cuſtody

ſtry of the ſaid Dean and 8 
the ſaid 126 Caron Directs. And likewiſe that they the ſail Dignitaryes and Præbendaryes, and all others Commiſſionated by them Relpectively, do for 
the future take effectuall Care, that all laſt Wills and Teſtaments hereafter, to be proved within their, or any of their Peculiars, (or true Copies or Exem- 
plars thercof atteſtzd, as the ſaid Canon directs,) Yearly and every year, at the Anuntiation of our bleſſed Virgin Mary, commonly called Lady-day, (or 
within a Month after) be Tranſmitted and ſent to the Publick Regiſtry of the ſaid Dean and way ee purſuant to the ſaid 126 Canon. 

4: Item, Whereas Complaint hath been made by ſundry Perſons, (and not without juſt Cauſe, ) that t 4 
dictions, belonging to the Dignitarys and Præbendarys of our ſaid Carhedral Church, have been negligent in their Duty, inſomuch that when Teſtaments, Inventarys 
and Obligations, taken and recciyed by them, have been ſcarch'd for, in order to be Copied, or made uſe of at Law, ſuch Teſtaments, Inventarys and Obligations 
reſpectively, have been loſt, or not to be found; Now to prevent ſuch. Neglects (or at leaſt ſuch Inconveniency s) for the future, and that all perſons may have right 
and juſtice done them, we recommend and (as much as in us lyes,) Require and Enjovn all the Dignitarys and Præbendarys of our ſaid Cathedral and all perſons 
Comiſſionated or ro be Comiſſionated by them reſpectively, that they cauſe, nor only the laſt Wills and Teſtaments hereafter, to be proved within their Peculiars re- 
ſpectively, (or true Copies or Exemplars thereot, ) yearly and every Year, to be Tranſmitted and tent to the Publick Regiſtry of the Dean and Chapter of Tork, accord- 
ing to the 126 (anon, and the next precedent Injunction, but alto that they take Effectual Care, that all Inventories and Bonds recetyed and taken, or to be received 
and taken, upon the Probate of any laſt Will or Teſtament, or upon the granting of the Fuition or Curation of any Minor, or upon the granting Letters of Admi- 
niſtration of the goods and Chattells, of any perſon dying inteſtate within all or any of the ſaid Peculiars, be alſo tranſmitted and ſent to the Publick Regiſtry of tlie 
ſad Dean and Chapter, there to bc Regiſtred and to remain on Record. And we * equi 
Dignitaryes and Præbendarys of our ſaid Cathedral, that they be carefull in the choice of honeſt Regiſters and Clarks for their ſaid Peculiars reſpectively, and that they 
do cauſe ſuch their Regiſters and Clarks to give Security to them, well and truely to Execute the ſaid Places, and to do their Duty in the Pramiſſes, f 

5. Item, To the end that all things may be duly Managed and Ordered within the ſiid Peculiars for the future. We do hereby Order and Injoyn, all and Singular the 
Dignitarys and Præbendarys of our ſaid Catherdral Church, that they may make their Commiſſions for the Execution of their ſeveral Peculiar jurifdichons, unto ſuch 
only as are Skill'd in the Civil and Eccliaſtical Laws, and otherwile Qualifyed as is required by the 127, and 128 Canons, ( always having ſuch Regard ro the Vicars 
or Mualters reſiding within the faid Peculiars, as (if duely Qualifyed ) to preferre them before others. , | 

6. Item, Whereas we find that all and Singular the Dignitarys and Præbendarys ot our Cathedral Church, have all along had and Enjoyed. the Exerciſe of Voluntary 
juriſdiction, within the Pariſhes and Places belonging to ſuch their Dignitys and Prabends reſpectively, (as namely.) the holding Viſitations, Swearing Churchwardens, 
Proving Wills, granting Adminiſtrations, Tuitions and Curations withirr their Pecuiliars reſpectively, and the Citing and puniſhing of Perſons preſented at ſuch Viſitati- 
ons, by the Church-wardens vearly andreyery year, (unleſs ſuch Dignitarys and Præbendarys have-bcen Inhibired by a ſuperiour Power, or that there has been a diſpute 
or conteſt about any of the Maters before Mentioned, in which Cates no Dignitatys or Prabendarys ever had, or pretended to have any juriſdiction, ) which Priviledges 
and Voluntary Juriſdiction we do readily allow to the Dignitarys and Præbendarys reſpectively, and do nor intend to give the lealt diſturbance to them in their juſt Rights. 
But whereas we are inform'd, that ſeveral Crimes and Offences Comitted againſt, — uniſliable by the Eccliaſticall Laws of this Realm, and preſented at Viſitatious or 
otherwiſe detected, have not been duely Corrected and puniſhed, as the ſaid Laws do 7 and Injoyn, but ſuffer'd to be unduely and ——— ſuppreſſed or Com- 
muted for by Regiſters or other Eccleſiaſtical Officers, to the great Encouragement of Vice Profancnef6, the diſhonour of God and Religion, and the diſcredit of the 
Church and irs Authority, to prevent as much as in us lies, all ſuch undue ard illegall practices; we the laid Dean and Chapter, (by the advice of our Council) do 
hereby publifl and declare, that it is not in the power of any Dignitary or Præbendary of our ſaid Cathedral Church, or of uy Perſon Comiſſionated by them, to Miti- 
gate the Pennances enjoyn'd by Law, for the Crimes of Fornication, Adultery, Inceſt, and the like, (altho' the Offenders be Detected and preſented by the Church- 
wardens) nor to Commure or change the Corporal puniſhment, due for ſuch Crimes aud Offences, into a Pecuniary Mulct , bur that ſuch Mitigations and Comutati- 
ons (it at any time they ſhall be thought reaſonable and fitting to be done) are in the Power of us the ſaid Dean and Chapter, (as we are Ordinary within the ſaid Pe- 
culiars) and of our Comiſſarr, and of no other inferiour Judge. And therefore we do ſtrictly Charge and Injoyn, all and Singular che ſaid Dignitarys and Præbendarys, 
of our ſaid Cathedral Church , and all Perſons Comiſſionated by them, that they do not preſume for the future, to Mirigate or Commute any Pennanccs, which may by 
Law be injoyn'd for any Crime or Crimes, puniſhable by the Eccleſiaſtical Laws of this Realm, nor in the leaſt to alter the uſual and Common forms of ſich Pennances. 
And that no Regiſter or any other Eccletialtical Officer, preſume to conceal! or ſupreſs any Preſentment, made in any Viſitation, within auy of the ſaid juriſdictions, or to 
diſinis, or to acquit any perſon, preſented or detected, as guilty of any Crime comittedagainſt, or puniſhable by rhe Eccleſiaſtical Laws of this Realm, without the Priyty 
and Expreſ Order of the proper Judge, of ſuch Peculiar juriſdichon. Ard we do further Charge and Enjovn, all and every the ſaid Dignitarys, and Preebendarys, that they 
have a particular regard, for and infpetion into the State and condition of their Peculiars reſpetively., And that they may rhe better underſtarid and know,how the Eccle- 
Liaſtical Juriſdiction to them reſpeCtiveiy belonging is Excrciſed, that thc do Cauſe a true and juſt account of all Crimes and Offencgs, detected or preſented in the ſeveral 
Vuirarions, held within any of the ſail Turifiitions, and of the time when and manner how the ſame tave been Corrected, to be Exactiy kept, and fairly Tranſcribed, 
by the ſeveral, Regiſters, to the ſaid Juriſditons reſpratively, belonging into Books kept for that purpoſe; and that once every year, (Viz. ) between Aartinmas and Chriſtmas 


e Regiſters and Officers for and within the Peculiar Jurif- 


Chapter, within the Space of Six Months, from the Date of theſe preſents, upon pain of being procecded againſt, as the Law*and 


adviſe (and as much as in us lies, require and Enjoyn ) all and every the ſaid 


( they and every of them do Tranſnutt, or cauſe to be Trauſmitted to us, or our Comiſſary, a true Coppy of the ſame, ( atteſted by the Comiflary or Official and Regiſter,) 


being a juſt account of the State and Condition of their ſeveral Peculiars, and Particularly an Account of what Criminals have been pretented, (in that Year) by the 
ſeveral Church-wardens for rhe ſaid Peculiar reſpectively, and when and how the ſaid Criminalls have bcen punithed,to the End tliat Vice may have its d{tert and be dif- 


couraged and that Juſtice may be duly Admipiſtred. In Witneſs of all and Singular the Premites, we the ſaid Dean and Chapter, have cauicd cur Common Scal to be affixed
